Two conyentions, both claiming to repre- 

sent the Simon Pure.Democracy of the State 

and nation, both claiming to be the true ex- 

ponents of the principles of Jzarrerson, 

and other things too numerous to mention, 

met at Syracuse yesterday.

They 

swallowed the affront, with appro- 

priate expressions of disgust, and 

parted. full of . the ‘high resolve

The fertile genius of its inventor is equal to 
the task of producing something. better 
adapted to the present day. 

The manipulators of the famous. machine 
of 1876 used it as an agency for getting into 
the newspapers certain things, which could 
not be got before the public in any other 
way. \ The newspaper pre#§ of the country 
was carefully canyassed and classified as to 
politics and political preferences. Printed 
sheets were prepared with, a  judi- 
cious selection of ews, literary mat- 
ter, political discussion, editorial articles, 
facetin, poetry, . and everything required 
in making up a newspaper.‘ These were 
sent to. publishers and editors, care be- 
ing taken that copies of the same sheet 
should not be sent to newspapers whose cir- 
culation interfered with each other. Due 
caution was observed, also, that a-sheet in- 
tended for an’ intense partisan Democratic 
newspaper should: not fall into the hands 
of an. ‘independent’ editor, whose weak- 
er stomach might reject the strong 
meat - which would be acceptable 
to his ‘‘red-hot’’., contemporary © in 
the next town: The managers, through 
their various ‘issues, were by turns hard 
money, : soft money, ; ultra-Southern, ultra- 
Northern, truculent, ingratiating, passionate, 
or threatening, according to the temper of 
the audience to be reached. The country 
editor received one of these seductive sheets, 
duly printed on one Side only, and ready for 
the scissors, Here was a delightful mélange 
of everything tequisite for the “instruc- 
and’ amusement of 
his’ ~ readers. Whether he knew 
it. or mot, there, :was, ingeniously 
sugar-coated .by all this. editorial time- 
saving material, just.as much real TrnDEN 
matter as the whole could: possibly stand. 
The country editor, that day, made up his pa- 
per with his scissors, and then went.a-fish- 
ing. . From one end of the country to the 
other the Bureau of Nincompoops, injuri- 
ously so-called, furnished innumerable news- 
papers with varying statements of \ the 
things which Mr, FrupEn wanted to be said 
in print to the great American people. 

Of course, this was not all. the work ac- 
complished by the Liberty-Street Bureau of 
Political Correspo ndence. It furnished cam- 
paign, documents of various kinds, blanks 
for election’ returns, and all the material 
which. require type, ink, and paper. _ When 
the campaign after the election began, 
it imvented telegrams, _ which’ were 
sent back from distant points to the

Eucenz Baung, who died recently at Basle, 
Switzerland, in: his eighty.-first -year, had been all 
his life a most earnest, devoted Republican, had 
ever been in fullest sympathy with the people, and 
never swerved fora moment from his allegiance to 
them, and to what he believed to be their best in- 
terest. He was that rarest of creatures, a consist- 
ent Frenchman, anda Frenchman, too, who from 
first to last had but one set of principles and one 
‘Kkigd. of politics.

For 50 
years or more he had battled for Republicanism ; he 
had repeatedly been’ fined, imprisoned, and exiled, 
but he bore all his persecutions and sufferings 
calmly, having no doubt of the ultimate triumph of 
the cause of democracy. When the Republic had 
been éstablished, he did not hasten :to Paris to de- 
mand the reward of his long,hard-service. He simply 
withdrew to private life, content that what he had 





shared his captivity; but when she could not do so, 
she was always near him, ready to comfort and 
succor lim: The late Georges Sand took the 
deepest interest. In Mme. Bavunz. She invited 
her on a certain evening to visit her. When 


She was about to retire, when Georges Sand. drew 
her to the centre of the company, and said to it, 
“You waste incense on one unworthy. If you 
really admire genius, here it is at my side—the 
genius of tenderness.and devotion.” And so speak- 
ing, she bent oyer.and kissed the hand of the blush- 
ing wife,-very. shy in manner, despite the courage 
of her great and loving heart.
